COUNTRY NEWS. 
Leeds, Sept.18. We hear from feveral Parts of 
the Country, of very confiderable Damage done by 
the late exceflive Rains ; but particularly to the 
Farmers on the low and level Grounds, near the 
Rivers Air and Calder. The Roads in many Ploccs 
were unpaffable. Great Quantities of Coal, &« 
were taken off the Stender near Wakefield Bridge, 
by the ftrong Current of Water. In Mirficld Parith 
the Waters rofe fo fuddenly, that the Inhabicants 
were obliged to work with great Diligence on Sun- 
day Se’nnight to fave the out.ftanding Corns but not- 
withftanding their beft Endeavours, Part of it was 
{wept away, their Carriages overthrown, fome Hortes 
loft, and others in great Danger. In feveral Places 
whole Fields were quite flooded, the Corn Sracks 
floating upon the Water, and vaft Quantities of Corn 
bore down by the Torrent. Thefe Misforrunes have 
advanced the Price of Grain all. over the Country, 
and particularly Barley, which ’tis thought will bear 
a great Price.
